CRAZED BY THE SHOCK 


He Sought to Slay His Fam- 


ily and Himself. Mur-

Turners Falls, Mass., Dec. 31.—Louis 


Bitzer, a jeweller, shot and killed MISS 
Ida Columbe, a clerk in his store, and 
his son, and -also shot and dangerously 
•wounded his wife and two daughters 
this morning. 


Bitzer is now under arrest, and in 


a crazed condition. From i the facts 
learned it seems that Bitzer was clean 
ing a revolver in his store, and acci- 
dentally discharged it. 


The bullet struck Miss Cohimhe in 


the head, killing her instantly. 


Bitzer, crazed by the accident, fear- 


ed arrest as a murderer and decided to 
go home and kill everyone belonging 
to him, and then himself. 


He wrote an mcoherrent note on 


wrapping paper on the counter, stating 
that at the funeral he wanted "Nearer 
my God to thee" sung- and named the 
undertaker he wanted to care for the 
bodies. 


Then, hatless, he rushed down the 


street to his home. 


His little boy in a crib, sick with the 


measles, was shot in the head and in- 
stantly killed; his wife was shot 
through the face; his youngest daugh- 
ter through the n€ck, and his 16 years 
old daughter once in the hand and 
onca in the ear. 


The repeated shots had aroused the 


neigl bors and before Bitzer could turn 
the weapon on himself he was over- 
powered and arrested. He seemed like 
an insane man, and explains the af- 
fair the same as in his note. 


The clerk was a French girl, 17 years 


old. BUzer is 35. 


It is thought his wife and two daugh- 


ters will recover. They are now in the 
hospital. 


In his note Bitzer said he wished his 


property to go to his brother and aged 
mother. He ended by spying "God can- 
not blame a man for doing what he 
has done."

No Sanwer Kxeepl What little Cam* 


In December—In New Eafflaad the 
Tear Was Called «-El*l»teea Haa- 
«r>4 aad Starve to Death.'* 
European and American data repre- 


sent the year as having been phenomenal 
io 'almost every particular. In New Eng- 
land the year went by the name of "eight- 
een hundred and 'starve to*death," and 
the summer moichb are known in history 
as "the cold summer of 1816," so remark- 
able- was the temperature. 


The sun's rays seemed to be destitute 


•of heat, and M nature was'clad in a sa- 
ble hue. Me., -nd women became fright- 
ened and imagined that the fire in the 
sun was being rapidly extinguished and 
that the world would soon come to an 
end. Ministers took the phenomenon for 
the text of their sermons, and pseudo sci- 
entific men talked of tilings they knew 
not of, while the fanatics took advantage 
of the occasions to form religious organi- 
zations. 


The winter of 1815-16 was -very cold in 


Europe, but comparatively mild in this 
country, and did not in any way indicate 
the severe weather that soon prevailed. 
Even the almanacs were silent, and, al- 
though the usual indications "about now 
look oat for cold weather" or "this is a 
good time for snow" were entered in the 
regular portions of the book devoted to 
the winter predictions, those used for 
chroniding the pleasanter months had no 
such alarming warnings. 


January was mild, so much so that for 


days the people allowed their fires to go 
out, as artificial beat made tbe buildings 
uncomfortably 
warm. 
This pleasant 


weather was broken by a severe cold 
snap in February, but this lo*"- tempera- 
ture passed in/a few days, and a warmer 
condition similar to the month previous 
set in. March "came in like a lion, but 
went ont like a lamb." There was noth- 
ing unusual in the climatic" conditions of 
the month which differed from those gen- 
erally found in the windy season. April 
was the advance guard of this strange 
freak in temperature. Tbe early days 
were warm and bright, but as the month 
drew to a close the cold increased until it 
ended in ice and snow and a very low 
temperature. To those who delighted in 
balmy May days and loved to watch the 
budding flowers the May of 1816 was a 
bitter disappointment True, buds caine, 
but sc did tbe frost, and one night laid all 
vegetation a blackened waste. Corn was 
killed, and the fields had to be made ready 
for another planting, but tbe people's as- 
tonishment was complete when they 
found ice formed to the thickness of half 
an inch in the pools. June, the "month" of 
roses," was this year a month of ice and 
desolation. The "oldest inhabitant" was 
surprised, for never before bad the mer- 
cury sunk so low in the tube in these lat- 
itudes in the last month of spring. Frost, 
ice and snow were common. Almost ev- 
ery green thing that had taken advantage 
of a few warm oays to develop was 
killed, and various kinds of fruit wore 
nearly all destroyed. One day the beauti- 
ful snow fell to a depth of ten inches in 
.Vermont, seven inches in Maine and 
three inches in Massachusetts and cen- 
tral New York. Matters were beginning 
to be interesting. People were undecided 
whether to spend the winter in the south 
or at the seashore and mountains. One 
day the latter resorts were desirable, and 
the next would decide in favor of the 
former, but on the whole the southern 
clime was preferred, 


July was accompanied by frost and 


ice, and those \vho celebrated the glorious 
Fourth "not wisely but too well" found 
an abundance of ice handy for immediate 
use tbe next morning. It was not very 
thick, not more than one-sixteenth of an 
inch, but it.was ice, and it caused the 
good people of New England, New York 
and some sections of Pennsylvania to 
look grave. That month Indian corn was 
destroyed in all but the most favored lo- 
cations, and but a small quantity escaped. 


Surely August would put an-end to 


such cold weather, but the farmers as 
well cs hotel proprietors were doomed to 
disappointment. The midsummer month 
was if possible more cheerless than the 
days already passed. Ice formed even 
thicker .than it .had done tbe month be- 
fore, and corn was so badly frozen that 
it was cut for fodder, and almost every 
green plant in this country as well as 
Europe was frozen. Papers received 
from England stated that the year 1816 
would be remembered by the generation 
then living as a year in which there was 
DO summer. 


What little corn "-ripened In the unex- 


posed states was worth almost its weight 
in silver, and farmers.were compelled to 
provide themselves with corn grown in 
1815 for the seed they used in the spring 
of 1817. This seed never cost so much, 
being difficult to get even at $5 per 
bushel. 


Tbe last month of summer was ushered 


m bright and warm, and for two weeks 
tbe now almost frozen people began to 
th.iw out. It was'tbe mildest weather of 
'he year, and jnst as tbe inhabitants got 
ftiiily to appreciate it old Boreas and 
Jnck Frost came along and whitened and 
iinrdnned everything in their path. On 
:hf 16th ice formed n quarter of an inch 
thick, sod winter clothing that had been 
laid away for a few days was again 
brought forth and wrapped round shiver- 
ing humanity. By this time the people 
h.id given np all hopes of again seeing 
the flowers bloom or hearing the birds 
uing and began to prepare for a hard 
winter. 


October kept «p the reputation of its 


predecessors, as there was scarcely a day 
that tbe thermometer registered higher 
than 30 degrees. November was also ex- 
tremely cold, and sleighing was good tbe 
first week of the month; but, strange to 
relate, December was tbe mildest and 
roost comfortable month of the entire 
year, a condition which led many people 
to beliere that the seasons had changed 
a boat. 


Of course the cold spell sent bread- 


stuffs to an unheard of price,, and it was 
impossible to obtain foe table use many 
of jhe common vegetables, o.s.they were 
required for seed. Flour sold in 1817 in 
the cities for $13 per barrel, and the av- 
erage price of wheat in England was 97 
shillings per quarter.—Boston Globe.

Denied by Agent of the Mills OB 


Dltfereaft OccMdons—BusiiteM Men 
Trying to Avert a Strike Which May 
Make Thousand* Idle 


Dover, N. H., Dec. 31.—Claiming that 


they have been paid less than other 
workmen employad in tLe same class of 
goods eteewhere, and being unable to] 
obtain a conference with Agent Fish, 
200 wearers of the Cocheco cotton 
mills, here, struck yesterday. As the 
strikers have the sanction of their na- 
tional organization, it is feared that the 
entire mill force of the city, numbering 
from 3500 to 3800, will become in- 
volved, if a settlement is not speedily 
reached! 


The striking weavers are those who 


operated the looms in mills Nos. 1 and* 
5, and who for the past few weeks h.ive 
been making flannelette, a product new 
to the Cocheco corporation. The w»,av- 
ers claim that the price fixed for these 
goods was 13 1-4 cents a cut, although 
it is maintained that the price paid in 
other mills for the same work is from 
16 to 18 cents a cut. 


Agent Fish of the Coheco mills, In an 


interview said: "Early in the month I 
received notice through the overseer 
that a committee of the weavers had 
been appointed to wait upon me with 
reference to the amount being paid for 
a certain grade of cloth called 'N. N.' 
As this was an entirely new work on 
which they had just started, I felt that 
the weavers were not in a position then 
to tell Just how much they could make 
on it For this reason it did not seem 
essential that I should have a con- 
ference with this committee."

It is the spittle, dried and re- 
duced to dust which is generally the 
agent of contagion. This dry spittle 
clinga to the walls, furniture and floor 
of the patient's room for months and 
even years, but sunlight in a few hours 
destroys the bacilli. 


Alcohol, according to the report, 


makes the best bed for tuberculosis. 
The departments of Prance which are 
the greatest centres for tuberculosis are 
almost always those in which the con- 
sumption of alcohol is h'ghest 
The 


report declares that consumption is 
curable at all stages. Dr. Darfberg is 
quoted as saying: "During the lait 10 
years I hare cured* a number of con- 
sumptives, who have resumed their oc- 
cupations, married and bad healthy 
children.

Have Long Existed and Created More 


or Less Friction, but Pauncefote 
Is Anxious For a Clean Slate Bef or* 
His Term as Ambassador Closes 


Washington, Dec. 30.—It is expected 


that efforts will be renewed before long 
Tor the settlement of the numerous con- 
troversies which have long existed be- 
tween the United States' and Great 
Britain growing out of relations along 
the Canadian border, the Atlantic 
fisheries, warships OB the great lakes, 
the Alaskan boundary and other ques- 
tions. Heretofore the negotiations de- 
signed to secure a settlement of the 
matters recited have not proved ef- 
fective, largely because of the cumber- 
some ministry of negotiations, aud this 
has led to a belief tliat much that could 
be accomplished by direct negotiations 
between Secretary Hay and Lord 
Pauncefote on the main points and the 
subsequent assembling of a commis- 
sion representing the United States, 
Great Britain and Canada to give form 
to the basis of agreement rendered. 


British apriorities have expected 


that when the Isthmian canal treaty 
was once disposed of there would be a 
renewel of efforts to adjust the Alaskan 
boundary and other questions, 'the 
canal treaty being regarded as one of 
many pending. 


Now thaf the British government has 


yielded the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and 
other points in the isthmian negotiation 
it desires to take up some of the other 
questions in which they have important 
interests involved. Lord Pauncefote 
desires to clear up all pending dif- 
ferences and have -"a clean slate" be- 
fore his present term as ambassador 
comes to a close. When he came to 
"Washington there was four great issues 
between the two governments. 
The 


first of these was the Bering sea con- 
troversy, which bad reached an acnte 
stage. Diplomacy disposed of this is- 
sue. The second issue was over Ven- 
ezuela, which, like the seal question, at 
one time threatened war. But the ef- 
forts of diplomacy were again suc- 
cessful in averting trouble and bringing 
about a settlement. 
The third im- 


portant issue was on the isthmian canal, 
which has been satisfactorily disposed 
of by the recent'Hay-Paunce'ote treaty. 
This leaves-only one issue remaining{ia 
ortier to bring about "a clean slate." 
namely, the border controversy, boili 
as to Canada and Alaska. 


The British officials usually link t'hosi 


various boundary controversies 
to 


gether, as they are more or less con 
nected. At present a modus vivendi ex- 
ists as to the Alaska boundary, chiefl j 
for the purpose of avoiding a clash and 
holding each side in check until a final 
boundary is Uetermined upon. It seems 
to be conceded on both sides that tin- 
modus can not be carried on indefinitely. 
and that sooner or later the main qtifs 
tion of establishing a 
permanent 


j boundary must be settJed. Lord Lan.-, 


downe's desire, to take up the questior 
was expressed clearly, in his note tr 
Secretary Hay last spring, when tin 
British government declined to accoiv 
the senate amendment to the first If ay 
PauDcefote treaty.

have existed and have created more or 
less friction. 


The reciprocity question, which Is 


among those formerly considered, is 
not .likely to be'taken up in this con- 
nection, as Canada desires to make it 
the subject of separate negotiation. 
The Atlantic fisheries question also 
may be the subject of separate nego- 
tiations.

The standard meter was constructed !a 


1799 by an international commlssioii rep- 
resenting France, Holland, Sweden, Swit- 
zerland, Denmark, Spain, Savoy and the 
Roman, Cisalpica and Ligurian republics. 
It was made of platinum and was depos- 
ited in the Palace of Archives-in Paris to 
be the definite basis of the metric system 
forever. The meter is.the primary base 
or unit from which the other units of the 
system are formed. 
When the system 


wag adopted by France, the meter was 
estimated to be the ten-millionth part of 
the quadrant of the meridian passing 
through Barcelona and Dunkerque. The 
unit of length is the "meter," which^is 
equal to 39.37. inches. The unit of sur- 
face is the "are," which is equal to 110.60 
square feet. The unit of capacity is'the 
"liter," which contains . 61.027 cubic 
inches. The unit of weight is the "gram," 
which is equal to 15.432 grains.

Accident Happened Near tht Tunnel 


Last Night and the Victim, Charles 


Thompson of Troy, Is at the 


L Hospital in a Serious 


Condition 


Charles Thompson of Troy, an en- 


gineer on the B. and M. road, lies at 
the hospital in this city, In a very se- 
rious condition, being badly burned 
and scalded as the result of an acci- 
dent on his engine last night. His re- 
covery is doubtful. 


Thompson ^an the pusher between 


this city and the tunnel. Last night 
about 11.30 o'clock he was helping a 
heavy double-headed freight up the 
grade, when, just before the west port- 
al was reached, a plub between the fire 
box and the boiler blew out. The cab 
instantly <ileld with steam and hot 
wat6r, and flying red hoi coals. 


The fireman, H. F. Baldwon of Wor- 


cester, was standing on the gangway 
when the accident occured and escaped 
with comparatively slight burns on the 
hands and a cut in the face where he 
was struck by a picece of coal. He is 
a new man, having taken the place of 
Romaine Sweet of Williamstown, who 
was off temporarily. 


The engineer was sitting on 
his 


bench inside the cab, and consequent- 
ly was unable to follow the fireman, 
escape in that direction being cut off 
by the blast of steam and water pour- 
ing out of the fire box door. He is a 
very large man or he might easily 
have climbed out througn the window. 
As it was, he was penned in with no 
means of escape. His body was pro- 
tected by a heavy leather lined jacket, 
but his arms and neck were badly 
burned and he inhaled a good deal of 
steam. His internal injuries are the 
most serious. 


As soon as It was learned what had 


happened the operator at the west por- 
tal notified this city. One of the en- 
gines on the freight cut loose and tak- 
ing the injured men on board started 
back, pushing the old engine. On ar- 
riving at the station, here the ambu- 
lance was in waiting, and Thompson 
was taken directly to the hospital and 
made as comfortable as possible. Dr. 
Stafford has, been attending him. His 
wife and son, who Is a fireman on, the 
road, arrived in this city from Troy on 
the 10 o'clock train this morning. He 
also has two daughters. 


The cause of the accident is explain- 


ed as follows. It seems that the push- 
er, engine No. 980, is an old machine 
bought by the Fitchburg road years 
ago. When she was new she had a 
patent "sparker" arrangement, con- 
sisting of a three-inch tubing through 
the boiler from the fire box to the front 
of the engine, and by this arrange- 
men the sparks from the fire were con- 
sumed before escaping. When she was 
remodelled some time later this tubing 
was taken out and the holes were plug- 
ged up. The plug between the boiler 
and the fire box had evidently become 
weakened and last night gave way be- 
fore the pressure. The force of the 
steam as it rushed out of the open 
door of the fire box was such that the 
shovel was blown way back into the 
tender. 


The engine was taken to Williams- 


town this morning and will probably 
have to go to the shops in Mechanic- 
ville for repairs.
